The examinations were conducted by Dr. George A. 
Fackler, Dr. Wm. H. Taylor, and Dr. K. W. Walker of 
the Medical Staff. 

The Commencement exercises were held in the amphi- 
theater January 14, 1902, at 8 o'clock p. m. Dr. George A. 
Fackler, President of the Medical Staff, presided and opened 
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the meeting with remarks appropriate to the occasion. The 
address of the evening was delivered fey Dr. John M. Withrow 
of the Medical Staff. The diplomas were presented in a 
neat speech by his honor, Mayor Julius Fleischmann, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees ; and Dr. C. R. Holmes of the 
Board of Trustees, chairman of the Committee on Training- 
school, presented the badges. The closing remarks were 
made by Dr. P. S. Conner of the Board of Trustees ; after 
which a reception was tendered to the members of the 
graduating class in the medical library. 

I most respectfully direct the attention of your honorable 
board to the enormous increase in the number of patients 
received at the Hospital for treatment. During the year 
1901 a larger number of patients were treated than during 
any preceding year since the establishment of the Hospital ; 
but during the year 1902 nine hundred and sixty-eight more 
patients were treated than during the largest previous year 
in the history of the Hospital. The extraordinary increase 
in the number of patients, the very great increase in the 
price of all hospital commodities, and the increase in the 
working force made necessary by the large increase in the 
number of patients, have made a proportional increase in 
the appropriation for the maintenance of the Hospital an 
indispensable necessity. 

In conclusion, I desire to tender my sincere thanks to 
the members of the Medical Staff* of the Main Hospital, 
and the Physician of the Branch and Annex hospitals, 
for the efficient and valuable service they have rendered 
the thousands of poor unfortunate sufferers committed 
to our care, and the splendid record they made during 
the year. The resident physician and members of the 
house staff have all rendered faithful and efficient service 
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and are entitled to commendation. I am also greatly 
indebted to the heads of the various departments for the 
faithful discharge of duty and for their hearty cooperation 
in the performance of my official duties. I desire especially 
to thank the members of your honorable board for the many 
courtesies extended and the kindness shown me, and for 
their valuable assistance in all of my efforts to promote the 
interests and welfare of the Hospital. I have the honor to

Hon. John Fehrenbatch, Superintendent: 

Dear Sir, — I have the honor to submit herewith a report 
of the work accomplished in the receiving department during 
the year 1902. 

The total number of cases (11,919) applying for treatment 
shows a decided increase over that of past years, consequently 
the number of admissions (5,987) was greater. This slight 
increase in percentage of admissions over last year is due to 
the great number of contagious cases admitted, and to a 
number of epidemics of other diseases. The Health Depart- 
ment has also sent many female venereal cases. Besides 
those admitted, there were 3,685 cases treated in the re- 
ceiving ward. 

The work outside the receiving ward has been very heavy 
during the past year, and many of the nurses and employees 
needed medical attention. 

Please accept my thanks for your kindness and the many 
courtesies shown me, and extend my sincere thanks to the 
honorable Board of Trustees. In conclusion, I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation of the work done by those in my 
department.

GENTI.EMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report giving tabular statistics of the work accomplished at 
the Branch and Annex Hospitals for the year 1902. 

Branch Hospitai. for Consumptives. 

During the year 338 patients have received treatment ; of 
these, 58 were in the Hospital at the beginning of the year 
and 280 afterward admitted ; of these, 61 remain. Every 
year shows an increase in the number of patients who avail 
themselves of the opportunities the institution affords. 

The Hospital was opened for the treatment of persons 
with pulmonary tuberculosis July 8, 1897. ^^^ following 
table will indicate its progressive popularity. At the time 
it was opened there were but fifteen cases in the Cincinnati 
Hospital.

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I beg to call your attention to the necessity of providing 
for the patients clothing suitable for cold weather. The want 
of proper means of protection frequently prevents patients 
obtaining the full benefits of their surroundings. 

I wish to acknowledge the kindness of the trustees in 
providing many necessary improvements and conveniences. 
Our superintendent, Mr. Fehrenbatch, has greatly furthered 
the objects of the institution by his interest and efforts to 
provide for our needs. 

Annex Hospital. 

The Annex Hospital for smallpox patients has been open 
during the entire year. Nineteen patients were in the hos- 
pital at the beginning of the year and 489 were afterwards 
admitted. Five patients died, making the mortality rate 
less than one per cent. Two of these were adults and three 
children under five years of age. Of the latter, one was but 
ten days old at the time of death. He was a premature 
child, whose mother had smallpox when he was born. One 
patient died in the isolation ward of chronic nephritis. 

The accompanying table will give an outline of the work 
of the institution. 

It gives me great pleasure to mention the valuable 
services rendered by Miss Moore, the nurse in charge, 
who has been untiring and faithful in the performance of 
her duties.

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Report of Director of Clinical Laboratory 

' As Director of the Museum, I desire to report to the 
StaflF of the Cincinnati Hospital that the museum has under- 
gone extensive changes. A task of considerable magnitude 
has been undertaken in relabeling and rearranging old 
specimens and in the addition of new material. During 
the past two years more than two hundred new specimens 
have been added to the museum collection. While many 
specimens, jars and all, were not to be found according to 
the old catalogue, other specimens had decomposed for the 
want of proper attention in renewing alcohol, etc. 

Valuable additions, with newer methods of preservation, 
have been made of specimens pertaining to the study of 
internal medicine — lungs, heart, kidneys, and intestines, — 
and numerous additions have also been made in surgical 
pathology ; gynaecological and obstetric specimens have 
been largely added to. 

The improvements in the museum have been made with 
the expenditure of considerable time and money — museum 
jars, alcohol in large quantities for old and new specimens. 
The addition of six new cases for museum preparations has 
been one item of great expense. 

The old classification of material has been adhered to, 
but a card index is kept, as much more convenient. I am 
pleased to report the museum in such a condition that it 
can now be looked upon as a working museum, where the 
Staff can find material with which to illustrate lectures.
